1.2. As there was not a quorum the minutes and financial report of 
the last meeting were discussed and deferred. (Sam LaRoue had gone 
over his treasurer's report with L. Yarbrough prior to the meeting.) 


3. Director's Report 

3.1. Historic Sites. 

3.1.2. Sears. The Sears site has been accepted by the County 
unconditionally. There is need to keep restoration in future 
proposals for use of the site. 

3.1.3. Priscilla and Algonquin Apartments. The Executive Director 
spoke with the Miami Assistant City Manager giving him information 
about the Priscilla and Algonquin Apartments indicating their National 
Register designation. She has written letters to both Commissioner 
Plummer and owner Isaac Shih about tax credits for restoration. The 
comments were read into the Commission meeting minutes although action 
was deferred. 


3.1.4. Deering Estate. The Deering Estate meeting included over 50 
preservationists who were unhappy about Dade Parks Dept.'s present 
plans for an Interpretive Center. The Land Management Acquisition 
Committee rejected those plans and has directed the Parks Department 
to come back with a new proposal in 6 months. 

3.1.5. Coppertone Sign. L. Yarbrough has contacted Matthew Schwartz 
of Miami Downtown Development to help locate a building for the sign. 

3.2. Quarterly Membership Meeting/September 11. The meeting was 
most successful with an interesting talk by the house owner of 2710 
Columbus, Ernesto Fabre. There was a pleasant surprise of $66.50 
collected above costs of the meeting. 

3.3. ABSOLUT Party/October 10. There is concern over the small number 
of reservations. L. Yarbrough will call press contacts and there will 
be a telephone campaign by the Executive Board members. There has 
been $1500 donated for underwriting. 

3.4. Knight Foundation Grant (DHT/NT) . This grant has been applied 
for to fund Education Track workshops at the 1992 National Trust 
Conference. It also includes funds for attendance scholarships for 
Floridians. 



3.5. Lighthouse Poster . Marilyn Catlow, the daughter of Patty Munroe 
(builder of the Barnacle - Commodore Ralph Munroe) has donated a 
photograph of the Lighthouse to DHT taken by Patty Munroe. The 
photograph will be used for a fundraising poster. 

3.6. Requests for Membership Labels. 

3.6.1. Commissioner Arthur Teele requested a mailing list to send 
out information about the sales tax proposal which would benefit 
preservation. A list of representatives of the Preservation Coalition 
will be provided instead. The proposal will be on the November 
ballot. 

3.6.2. David Plane, a student working on his doctorate, is 
proposing a joint grant proposal with DHT to complete a video about 
historic preservation in Coral Gables (with references to the rest of 
South Florida). The video as well as some administrative funds would 
be available to DHT. 

3.7. Newsletter. The Newsletter has been mailed out; 750 copies were 
printed. 

3.8. Membership Brochure/Expressive Arts Brochure. Both have been 
printed. 

3.9. IRS Audit. Rescheduled for December 4-5. 

3.10. Historic Sites Designation. It was decided to ask Coral Gables 
for historic designation for Matheson Hammock and Fairchild Gardens.
